The water department responded 
to 37 work orders during the month, 
including 20 watcr leaks, according 
to water supervisor Dennis Coleman. 

Coleman informed board mem- 
bers that the water problem in the 
Cherokee Lane areca is probably 
caused by having some 2” water 
lines looped with 6” lines and having 
a line valve closed. Coleman said 
they were correcting this and hoping 
the bad water problem in that arca 
would be climinated. 

Electric supervisor Larry Eddins 
reported a good month with 106 
work orders completed. He ex- 
plained the progress on Brunson Cir- 
cle line, line for the flood pumps at 
the canal and the status of the line 
for the new Cash Brothers Leasing 
building. 


Utility Superintendent James 
Grimes recommended a fee be es- 
tablished for the new extra bright se- 
curity lights.

As you may recall, in July 
Commissioner Williams announced 
that benefits to more than 600,000 
Alabamians who depend on Medic- 
aid were threatened because of the 
State’s ongoing dispute with the fed- 


eral government, 


In fact, the Alabama Medicaid 
stand-offbegan in October 1995 when 
the federal government decided to 
oppose Alabama’s new Medicaid de- 


livery plan. 


Knownas the Partnership Hos- 
pital Program (PHP), the new Ala- 
bama Medicaid plan was designed by 
Alabama leaders in order to simplify 
how Medicaid is administered in the 
State while maintaining a high level 
of care for recipients. The new Part- 
nership Hospital Program covers in- 
patient hospital care for low-income 
Medicaid recipients using a system of 
hospital-owned prepaid health plans. 

Ironically, itwas HCFA which 
first gave a green light to Alabama 
Medicaid to develop its innovative 
health care delivery program and then 
tured around and changed federal 
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law to disallow such program changes. 
While the federal government does 
have the ability to cut off Medicaid 
funds if it disagrees with states like 
Alabama, such heavy handedness is a

elderly in their home for as long as 
possible 

The longer we keep them out of 
the nursing home obviously the bet 
ter their quality of life will be,” he 
said, “The program is very good for 
that reason.” 

When asked if he foresaw in the 
future any action by the state legisla 
ture to provide additional funding 
for these Lype programs, he respond 
ed, “T think so, But first, it is prob 
ably going to take federal legislation 
with Medicare and Medicaid.” 


“We have got to start coming up 


with some interim steps before the 
nursing home level,” said Moore 
We need more home health care and 
more assisted living facilities as 
means of keeping our elderly healthy 
cheaper than the current rates we 
have to pay on a daily basis to keep 
someone in the nursing home.” 

Moore added that the longer we 
can keep the elderly at home, or 
place them in assisted living facili 
ties, the better off we are going to be 
as a nation financially. 

Forehand stated that staustics 
show that the elderly recover more 
quickly and more fully at home with 
their families, as opposed to being in 
a nursing home temporarily or a 
longer stay in the hospital.

Coffee County Board of Education members sworn in

The first order of business in 
Thursday evening’s mecting of the 
Coffee County Board of Education 
was the swearing-in of two of its 
members. 

Probate Judge William O. Gam- 
mill administered the oath-of-office 
to board members Charles Walker 
and Danny Jernigan. Both men were 
re-elected to the board in the No- 
vember general clection. 

After a brief break, the board 
moved routinely through a 17-item 


enda, 
Charles Walker was re-elected by 
board members to serve as chairman 


during the next year, Danny Jernigan 
was also re-clected, by board mem- 
bers, as vice-chairman, 

The board heard three requests 
for permission of out-of-county trav- 
el, and approved all three, 

Dayna Ellis, band director at New 
Brockton High School's, was first to 
make a request. She asked that the 
band be given permission to travel to 
Orlando, Florida (Disney World). 

She told board members that the 
band had worked real hard, won 
many awards in recent band contests 
and has a good attitude, 

Ellis noted that as well as being a 
reward for the hard work, it will also 
serve as a good recruiting tool for fu- 


ture band members. 

The trip will cost $335 per band 
member and the group will be re- 
sponsible for raising the monies, 
with possible help from the band 
boosters clab. Approximately 70 
members will make the April 30th 
through May 4th a 

There is a possibility that during 
the trip the band will perform at Uni- 
versal Studios in Orlando. 

The second request for travel 
came from Blair Andress of Zion 
Chapel High School. 

Andress’ request pertained to dra- 
ma students traveling to New York 
City to see a Broadway show and 
see the sights in the “Big Apple.” 


County Commission meeting routine

The Coffee County Commission 
meeting Monday morning lasted less 
than an hour, 

Although there were no items of 
new or old business listed on the for- 
mal agenda, commissioners spent 
several minutes nandling routine 
housekeeping chores, 

The first item of business was to 
okay the hanging of a portrait of S. 
A, “Sid” Averett in the Coffoe 
County Health Department which is 
named for the late commissioner. 

Commission Chairman Tom 
Grimsley commented that Averett 
worked hard to see the new facility 
become a reality. 

Later on in the meeting, commis- 
sioners formally commended the 
county’s state legislative delegation, 
Representative Garreth Moore an 
Senator Dwight Adams, in their ef- 


forts of getting the state to pay the 


¢ounty $100,000 per year for 20 
years in lease payments for the 
building, 


Originally, the county constructed 
the building at a cost Gf approxi- 
mately $1.1 million with the under- 
standing that the state would reim- 
burse the county; however, 
legislation was never passed at the 
state level to provide these funds. 

. Through the efforts of Adams and 
Moore the lease payments were ap- 
proved by the legislature. 

Commissioners voted to sign a 
three-year agreement with the Ala- 
bama Association of County Com- 
missions to participate in the group 
sponsored liability insurance pro- 
gram. 

Through this joint program, the 


d county is provided legal services in

Alabama State Troopers urge mo- 
torists to buckle up, observe posted

Public Safety estimates that 18 

ple will dic in traffic crashes dur- 
ing the 102-hour period, which starts 
at 6:00 p.m., Wednesday, Nov. 27, 
and continues through midnight Sun- 
day, Dec, 1. 

Last year, 13 people lost their 
lives as a result of traffic crashes 
during the Thanksgiving holiday, At 
least 6 of those deaths were alcohol 
related, and only three of the crash 
victims were using their safety belts, 

Troopers anticipate heavy traffic 


and encourage Alabamaians and vis- 
itors to the state to drive with ex- 
treme caution during the holiday pe- 


All available state troopers will 
be patrolling the state’s roadways to 
enforce traffic laws, assist motorists 
and serve as visible reminders to 
drive safely. 

Federal overtime grants aimed at 
speed limit enforcement will allow 
additional patrol during the holiday 
period, 

Troopers also will concentrate pa- 
trol on heavily traveled roadways as 
part of Operation C.A.R.E,, Com- 
bined Accident Reduction Effort, a 
project by state police nationwide to 
promote safe travel during the holi- 
days,

He explained that Sgt. Jack Herb- 
bert, who is the Coffee County Sher- 
iff Deparument’s officer assigned to 
the 12th Judicial Circuit Drug Task 
Force, along with another drug task 
force officer, will be occupying an 
office in the Elba Police Department. 
The City of Elba is supplying the of- 
fice space and furniture, 

The commissioners approved the 
sheriff's request. 

Other items of business approved 
by the commissioners were as fol- 
lows: 

***Submitted four names of indi- 
viduals to be considered by the Gov- 
emor’s Office for appoinument (one 
individual) to the Tax Equalization 
Board. They were: Steve Dewberry, 
Lenwood Herron, Glenn Hundley, 
and Tom Dyess. 

*** Appointed Carolyn Senn as 
manager of the New Hope Senior 
Citizen Center, 

***Commission Chairman Tom 
Grimsley appointed Linda West-

*** Appointed Elba Mayor James 
Grimes to serve on the Southeast Al- 
abama Regional Planning commis- 
sion. 

***Anproved the appoinument, 
by the chairman, of a four-member 


committee made up of commission-

Bowden noted that it would not 
be possible to have a complete finan- 
cial statement ready on that date 
(first Thursday); however, he said 
that could be worked around with no 
problem. 

The board entered into a brief ex- 
ecutive session to discuss an undis- 
closed subject. No action was taken 
upon the board’s returning to open 
session,
